STANDARD 
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INDIA’S NEW DEAL 


SINCE THE FAILURE OF THE CRIPPS 
+ mission to India jn the spring of 1942, 


master plan to expedite the great sub-con- 
tinent’s march toward Dominion status has 
made its appearance. Nearly a year ago, 


~ “itr Bombay; “Mr:-Gandht and Mr. Jinnah, 


leaders of the Congress Party and the Mus- 
lim League, respectively, conferred for sev- 
eral days and at the end of their delibera- 
tions they had little or no progress to re- 
port.. If yesterday's announcement of what 
is described ag a “new deal” for India may 
be taken at its face value, however, the 
Viceroy, Viscount. Wavell, and the. govern. 
ment _in London have evidently given much 
thought and time to the problem. 

Although the “White Paper” made public 
at Westminster, and explained to the Indian 
people by. Viscount Wavell simultaneously, 
does not envisage any change in Britain's 
basic position, it foreshadows a conference 
‘of Indian politicians at which the old problem 
may be reexamined tn the light of new cir- 
cumstances, which the victory over Germany 
and.the ‘approaching triumph over Japan 
have emphasized. At the proposed meeting, 
for example, the Viceroy will call for a list 
of nominees for appointment to an Execu- 
tive Council—with “balanced representation 
of the main Indian communities, including 
equal proportions of Moslems and caste 
Hindus.” It i@ also proposed that the port- 
folio of External Affairs, which hithergo has 
been held by the Viceroy, be placed in 
charge of an Indian member of the Council 
as far as the interests of British India are 
concerned. 


It should nevertheless be understood that, | 


while the document unfolding this statement 
of policy consents to the release from de- 
tention of certain important members of the 
working committee of the All-India, Con- 
gress Party, and ig officially described as 
representing “a definite advance on the road 
to self-government,” the British government 
still takes the view that the “working out 
of India’s constitutional system is a task 
which can only be carried through ‘by the 
Indian people themselves.” But it is pos- 
sible to discern in the cabled extracts of 
the “White Paper” ample evidence of a de- 
termined effort to come to -grips'with what 
has been for a long time one-of the vaster 
questions of British policy—involving, as it 
does, not a country, but a continent of many 
countries. Some parts of India, of. course, 
would have no difficulty in entering ‘into an 
amicable arrangement. swith Britain; others 
are impatient with the very suggestion that 
relations should or could be cemented on a 
firm and friendly foundation. 

Elements of the British press, skeptical | 
of the reason or doubting the necessity for | 
Viscount Wavell’s recent visit to London, are 
dogmatic in their assertions that an all-India 
agreement is a ‘wild hope, and that it would 
be better to face that. fact now rather than, 
as one newspaper contends, “plunge into 
chaos.” ‘This is reactionary argument in 
the extreme. It takes no account of the fact, 
moreover, that the present Viceroy has 
worked hard at the job of understanding 
India and the Indian people. 


AN EPIC STORY 


THE VICEROY'S VISIT TO WHITEHALL 
was necessary because the information he 
had to impart conceivably did not lend Itself 
to reduction to the phraseology of formal 
diplomatic dispatches. He had a magnificent 
story to relate of India's record in the war 
«the effects produced by the brotherhood 
of arms in the service of the Indian Army.

“Tomate Plants Need Shade”. 


A LARGE crop of tomatoes 
from your victory garden 
will be most desirable this year 
To be gure, watch that the flow- 
ers set fruit. 

When you examine a tomato 
plant in blossom, you will note 
that the leaf stems are longer 
than the blossom stem. Nature 
has thus provided the flowers 
with a protecting shade, If 
tomato plants are pruned too 
early and too severely, before 
the blossoms set fruit, they often 
fall off. The blossoms are éen- 
sitive to the sun, especially the 
hot afternoon sun and although | 
they turn away from the direct 
rays, they need the additional | 
shade of the leaves. 

TIE PLANTS LIGHTLY 

If you use the tripod method 
of- staking, you can -place the 
leaves where they will protect 
the blossoms the, most... When 
you tie the plants to the stakes, 
use soft string or raffia and tie 
them lightly so as not to bruise 
them. _Then_as each branch is 
tied, gently pull or turn it so the 
leaves fall to the outside of the 
tripod and towards the sun. 

Be sure to keep the centre of 
the tripodes open as possible so} 
there is..good air circulation 
throughout the whole. plant 

Supplying additional shade for } 


the blossoms is a good idea, | 


especially when the tomatoes are 
planted in a completely. un-pro- 
tected part of the garden. Be 
cause of its extreme practical 
value, I am repeating the 1944 
success story from an Olympian 


gardener that you can easily copy | 


in 1945. 

He writes: “I had staked and 
pruned my tomatoes but, _al- 
though full of blossoms, they did | 
not form tomatoes. So I cu 
some large fan-shaped fir boughs 
and hung them on the stakes so 
as to keep the hot sun off the} 
plants. The result was wonder- 
ful. ‘The boughs were left on 
about two weeks and I now have 


the niaest tomatoes I have ever | 


raised. TI have counted as many 
WATCH TEMPERATURE 
CHANGE 

Although the tomato plant Is 
capable. of setting its own. fruit, 
we experience a great fluctua- 
tion of temperature from day to 
night when the first flower buds 
are ready to set fruit. Often we 
get very late springs, as this 
year. A _ little assistance from 
ws assures a maximum crop. 

You can help the blossoms set 
by Shakitig “the” flower clusters 
during the warmest hours of the 
day... This shaking dislodges the 
pollen and helps self-fertilization 

A most effective way to set 
every flower on your tomato 
plants is to do. the -work by arti- | 
ficial means; that is, by using the | 
fruitone plant hormone spray 
methods, Tests have proven that | 
these hormones,. when sprayed | 
_ On each group of flowers as they 
Open, will not only. -set_-every 
flower on the stem but In nearly 
every case the fruits are almost 
solid meat and entirely seedless 
BLIGHT VICTIM 

Even after the warm 1 weather 


jcomes to give tomatoes a much 
needed “boost,” your plants are 
standing still in their growth, the 
reason is most probably a small 
insect which shreds the stem, 
just below ground. The insect 
is so tiny that it is not apparent 
to the naked eye and the stem 
looks as if it.is mouldy’ or dis- 
eased, When this happens the 
plant becomes a victim to flea 
bettles and “blight.” 

If any of your plants-act this 
way, don’t bother to nurse them 
back but pull them out and plant 
new ‘ones. When planting, place 
|one or two moth balls near each 
| stem just below the surface for 
}future protection and make a 
|note for the next year that you 
| should always use moth balls or 
napthal for every tomato 
plant when it is set out. 

When watering the garden few 
of us realize that there is a great 
difference in its value to the gar- 
den. The water which comes 
from the faucet contains virtually 
no impurities. These “iImpur- 
jities” are actually -plant foods, 
jminerals and bacterial life 


| RAIN WATER GOOD 
The pure water, of course, Is 
| best for human consumption but 
} Impure” rain water is much bet- 
|ter for plants. To test this, try 
| water’ g one flat of seedlings 
with tap water and the other with 
warm rain water and note the 
difference, in growth. In the 
|open garden, another test worth 
trying is to water half a roW of 
sweet peas with warm rain 
water or water from a garden 
pool or lake and irrigating the 
lother half of the row with tap 
water 
} Spitbugs: These little insects 
with their covering of foam, ap- 
| pear every June. I think a better 
| title for them is “aphis-in-a-bub- 
| ble-bath.” They are most gener- 
fally found on strawberries, chry- 
Santhemums, sweet williams, 
roses and pansies. 
If ‘the infestation is bad, the 
| foam may be removed by a strong

rots and cabbage. 

TEA FROM BEETS 

THEY MANAGED to get a little bit of 
wheat, for which they had to pay five 

shillings a pound, then had to get it ground. 

“And we had to eat husk and all, as we 
could not afford to waste a bit of it.” 

Islanders could get only half a pint of 
milk every @her day, no butter at-all, and 
only four ounces of meat once everytwo 
weeks 

“We made tea with sugar beet and our 
coffee was made out of acorns, so you can 
imagine our pleasure at receiving our (Red 


Cross) parcels.” ‘ 
GETTING POTATOES 

UT, SINCE the liberation, they can have 

as much bread as they like, and pota- 
toes are coming in—“and they are not ra- 
tioned.”
